OBITUARY. 


VISCOUNT GOUGH, 
A cable dispatch anncuaoces the death 
of Right Hon. Hugh Gough, K. P. G.C. 
B: Viscount Gough was a Field Mar- 


sha! of the British army and had won |. 


great bonoisin ibe service. He was 


born in Limerick, Ireland, November 3, 


1779, and entered the army in 1794 Ia 
the following year oe participated in the 
capture of the Capeof Good Hope He 
served in the West Indies, was present 
at the attack on Po to Rico and the cap- 
ture of Surinam. Ia 1809, he weat to 
the Penicsyla and commanded the 
Kighty-seventh lafantry at the battle of 
Valavera, Barossa, Vittoria and Nevelle, 
for which he received across. He also 
took an active part in the sieges of Cadiz 
and Tariffa, and was severely wounded 


in the bead. It was his regimest that 


at the battle of Barosa captured the 
eagie of the Highth French regiment, 
and at Vittoria he secured tie batoa of 
the French Marshal Jourdan. He was 
severely wounded a segopd timeat Ne- 
veile. [a 1841-2 he commanded the land 


forces in China,and forthegallantmanoer 


in which he made the attack on Canton 
he was madea G. C. B, and when the 
campaign was concluded he was made a 
baronet, He was next dispatched to In. 
dia, where, on the 24:h of December, 
1848. with the right wing of the army of 
the Gwalior he defeated a Mahratta force 
at Maharajpore and captured fifty-six 
guns. Jn 1545-6 he gained several im- 
portant victories over the Saoeik army, 
for which service he reseived the thanks 
of both Houses of Parliament, and was 
raised to the peera:e. He also conducted 
the campaigns of 1818-9 against the 
Sheiksin their last desperate struggle, 
finally subduing his determined enemy, 
but at a great sacrifice of life. His skill 
and suce2ss won for him additional rank 
in the peerage, while the East India 
Company granted him an annual pen- 
sion of £2000 a year, Parliament 
granted a similar pension to him and 
his next two successors in the Vis 
countey. Lord George was Colonel of 
the Royal Horse Guards, Colonel-in-chief 
of the sixtieth Royal Rifles, Colonel o' 
the L»endon frish Voiunteer Rifles,. a 
Kuight of 8+. Pairick, of the Star of In- 
dia, and of S:. Charles of Spain, and a 
Privy Couneiillor. 


JOHN ERICSSON, 


John Ericsson, the celebrated engineer, 
whose death at Richiand, N. Y., on Feb- 
ruary 27h, from the effects of the bite of 
a dog, is announced, was boro in the pro- 
vince of Vermeland, Sweden, in the year 
1803. When quite young, he evinced a 
decided inciination for mechanics, and in 
1814 was, through the iufiusnce of Count 
Piaten, appointed cadet in a corps of en- 
gineers. In 1816, he was appointed Nive 
leur, or officer having charge of the 
Levels on the grand ship canal of Swe- 
dep, and was subsequently enrolled as an 
ensign in theSwedisharmy. Ia this po- 
sition he was ordered to the survey of 


Northern Sweden, and rose to the rank. 


of Lieutenant. In 1826, he visited Eaog 
land for the purpose of briaging into no- 


‘tice his ‘‘ flame engine,’’ and in 1829 he 


entered into competition for the best loco- 
motive, and produced a machine which 
obtained the then incredible speed of 
fifty miles an bour. fo 1833, he brought 
out a ‘caloric engine, a modification of 
the air engine, aud in 1837 iattoduced to 
public notice his screw propeller. A 
emall tug, forty five feet long, eight 
broad, and twenty-seven inches draught, 
constructed by him, towed a vessel of 630 
tons on the Thames against the tide at the 
rate of 43 Knots per hour. None of these 
inventions were received favorably by 
the British Governmest, or by the peo- 
ple of Eagland, and in 1839, Ericsson 
came Over to the United States, and, to- 
gether with the Stocktons, introduced 
the screw propeller in American waters. 
In 1853, Ericsson built a steamer of 2200 
tons burden, propelied by a caloric en- 
gine, but the result of the experiment 
was not successful. In 1861. the well 
kuown Monitor was built by Ericsson on 
the principle of a revolving turret on a 
shaliow raft, and by its success in the 
memorabie contest with the Merrimac 
effectually revolutionized the old-fasb- 
inned system of maritime warfare. 
FE cicason, since the close of the war, has 
been engaged in experimenting upun the 
best method of utilizing the sun’s rays so 
as to become a motive power, and in con- 
structing solar engines. He was &@ man 
cf undoubted versatility of invention and 
of indomitable perseverance. His genius 
was recognized by his election to numer- 
ous ecientific societies, and he was a 
knight of the Swedish Order of Vasa.

TERRIBLE RENCONTER. 


Another of Claytou’s Re qulisi- 
tions, and What it Cost. 


Death of S’st. Finch, of First 
District k’olice. 


Woeounding of Capt. Haynes. of 
the Arkansas Militia. 


Full Particulars of the Hern 
Lake Tragedy. 


Wild rumors were in circulation on the 
Streets yesterday morning to the effect 
thata Sergeant of police and Colonel of 
Arkansas militia bad been killed in at- 
tempting to arresta notorious individual 
Known around Memphis and in Critten- 
den county, Ark., as ‘‘Cub’’ Harlan. 
Also that Harlan had been shot in trying 
to make his escape. On making inyui- 
ries at heaquarters of the poiice we 
learned the following facts, which 
though »;20t quite so tragic asthe rumor, 
are sufficieutiy bloody to create an ex- 
citement even in Memphis: 

For sorae time past Harlan, who is an 
outiaw o.” the worst description, bas 
been wanied by the police on severa! 
charges, pe of them being complicity 
with the murder of Dr. Ramsay, which oc- 
curred somre two yearsago. For some 
reason or other they have never been 
able to lay hands on bim in the manner 
in which they wished, he always keep- 
ing himeelf out of their legai reach. For 
the past se veral months, up to the break- 
ing out of the militia troubles in Marion, 
he remained over there, but after the 
arrest of Hurney, McAllister and 
Ticer, he disappeared from that neigh- 
borhood, tnd was sometimes sven 
around Memphis, keeping very quiet 
and close. About the time of the arrest 
of Maj. Earle he left here aud nothing 
further was heard of him until Saturday, 
when he was reported as being down at 
Hern Lake, Miss., stopping at the house 
of a Mr, Jenkins. 

In the meantime a requisition from 
Ciayton had come here for him, and was 
in the hands of a Capt. Haynes, of the 
galiant miiitis, who, immediately on 
jiearning his whereabouts, solicited the 
sid of the Metropolitan Police to capture 
him. Sergeant Brown asd Acting Si:r- 
geant Finch, of the First Distriet, 
were detailed to assist himinu making 
the arrest, and the trioset out on Suu- 
day morning, mounted and heavily 
armed with navy repeaters. 

On arrivines at the house, there being 
no sigas of life about, the party hitched 
their horses at the fence, aud after rap- 
ping and recerving no anewer, Sergesot 
Krown and Haynes entered the house, 
Finch going arcund the back way to a 
side door. The outer door opened into a 
hall, from which decors opened into 
roomsoneach sids. Hearing voices in 

one of these, without knocking, they 
opened the door and entered, Sergeant 

Brown, going in -firat, followed by Capt. 
Haynes. 

They found a party of four or five men 
seated around the fire, among them ihe 
man they were looking for. He, it ap- 
pears, was looking for them also, and 

before they codld say a word ‘Cub’ 
wesupandgonthem. Accordirg to Ser- 
geant Brown’s statement he fired a shot 
at him (the seergean!) when within only 
five feet of bim, but fortuuaiely the bal! 
missed its aim and iodged in the liate!l of 
the door. Ail of the othera baviny 

arisen, and the officers fearing thai they 
would be overpowered, they retreated to 
the hall and thence outside to the porch. 

*Cub,’’ meanwhile, aud a companion 

named Smith, also an Arkansas ref- 
ugee, made their exit through a 
side door, where they were confronted 

by Sergeant Finch, who fired at 

‘Cub’ as soon as he made his appear- 
ance, and in return Was fired at aud shot 

through the body, the bali entering the 

right breast above the nippie and coming 

opt under the shouider blade. Finch’s 

shot, although at such close quarters, we 

haye every reason to believe was harm. 

less. 

A struggle then ensued bstween “Cub’’ 

and Smith on the one side, and Haynes, 

Brown and Finch on the other, which 

was 80 mixed up that we have been una- 
ble to obtain the straight of the story, 

and consequently will only give the re- 
sult, which was the wouuding of Uapt. 
Haynes in the thigh, in two places, and 
the final ee@ape of both ‘‘Cub’”’ and 

Smith, who, after emptying their revol- 

vers, broke away, and crossing a liitle 
ravine got eafely into a cancelrake on tie 
etber eide. 

Finch nor Haynes knew they were 
shot untilthe fring ceased, wien the 
former fell fainting from the loss of 
blood into the arms of his companions, 

and was carried in the house aod put to 
bed, the landlord, Mr. Jenkins, and 

family doing everything in their power 

to alleviate bis sufferings. 

The nearest physician, Dr. Bynum, be- 
ing sent for, attended immeviately, and 

pronounced the wound of Finch of the 
most dangerous and serious character, 

but those of Capt. Haynes as compara- 

tively slight. As soon s8 Sergeant 
Brown and the Captain learned these 
facts they started for town, where they 
arrived about half-past six or sevin 
o'clock and reporied te Col. Burditt—ibe 
Reverend Superintendent being out at 
Cuba Station holding a prayer-meeting. 
Col. Burditt immediately went to Dr, 

Lynch and made arrangements for him 
to go out to eee the wounded map. The 
doctor and some mouated police went 
out early yesterday mornirg, and on ar- 
riving found Finch very far gone. He 
had never been turned jn his bed, since 
being laid in it, and the mattress was 

saturated with biood. Oa examining 
the wounded man the doctor discovered 

what was vot known before, that he had 
been shot through and tbrouzghin two 
places, either one being a mortal wound. 

Oo tinding this state of effaires, D-. 
Lynch felt it his duty to-inform Fincb 
that his hours and minutes were pum- 
bered, and if he had aught to say or do 
he had best do it. 

Finch, on hearing this, made hia ar- 


| rangements forthe great change with a 


composure and cocinees truly admirable 
to behold, and worthy of brave and 
noble spirit. He informed Dr, Lynch 
where hia money and valuables were, 
and gave him seme little trinkets and 
uis watch to send to his relatives. His 
eo'ustant friend and room-mate has al- 
wa)'s been Sergeant Moouey, of the First 
District, and the only <esire which the 
man expressed was to 
Mooney.”’ He ivquired frequently for 
him, and each time begged that he 
might besentfor. After suffering excru- 
ciating paine, about one o’clock p.m. 
yesterday, Fiach fell into a quiet sleep, 
and at twenty minutes past two breathed 
his last. 

The death of Finch adds another to the 


| long list of those of our Metropolitan Pc- 


lice who have been slain in the diecharge 
of duty. What makes this affair the 
more iamentable, however, is the fact 
that Finch was siain in carrying out an 
illegal order, and in euch manner tbat 
the man who killed him can never be 
punished for it. Of course Finch had no 
alternative but to obey the orders of the 
Superintendent of Police; but what 
rent, or what color of authority, had 
individual to order the police of the 
city of Memphis into Mississippi to 
make an arrest? None under heaven, 
and he can and weu'd be legally prose- 
cuted therefor if law and order were not 
80 completely subverted. He alone is 
legally and morajly responsible for the 
death of Finch, and we hope his rela. 
tives and friends will prosecpte this rev- 
erend Jackanapes to the bitter end for 
his criminal ignorance— or, something 
worse. We aie informed that he alore 
of all the commissioners ig responsible 
for the order—the others, or at least Col, 
Burditt, not having been coneulted in 
the matter, and Pearne knowing that 
they were bitterly opposed to euch sction. 
A box was sent out at daylight this 
morning for the remains of Finch and 
they witl be embalmed and sent home 
to his parentsin Obio. He was a good 
and faithful officer and a brave man, 
worthy of a better fate. :

Mr. Mray, as Chairman from 
Committee, submitted the following re- 


port; 

The undersigned, a committee appoint- 
ed at a meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, on the 22d ultimo, to confer with 
our citizens touching the most suitable 
time for the assembling of the Com- 
mereial Convention, beg leave to report 
that they have diseharged the duty 
assigned them, and suggest Wednesday, 
the 19th of May es an appropriate day.

Adopted. 

Alderman Vincent presented a resolu- 
tion at the last meeting of the Common 
Council as follows: 

Resolved, ete., That @ special commit- 
tee of three, with the Honorable Mayor, 
be appointed to confer with the Cham- 
ber cf Commerce with regard to the re- 
ception of delegates to the convention 
soon to assemble here, pursuant to ad- 
journment, from Norfolk, Va., last fall. 

He stated that he, in corjunction with 
Messrs. Durif and Kenner, were ready 
to ke action in accordance with the 
resolution. 

Judge Swayne said that much interest 
was felt in the proposed Convention. 
He learned through a friend from Wash- 
ington that ex President Johnson and 
other retired officials of prominent infiu- 
ence had expressed a desire and determi- 
tion to be present. Many persons of 
reputation, prominence and influence 
would coms to Memphis on the occa- 
sion, and he hoped our people will make 
suitable arrangements for them, as their 
inppression of our city will be reported 
throughout the country after the conven- 
tion acjourns, and we should therefore 
act in beccming manner toward 
them. The Common Council is ready to 
dio their share, in conjunction with the 
Chamber of Commerce and the citizens, 
in regard to the Convention. 

Mr. H. Dow offered the following : 
Resolved, That the President of the 
Chaniber of Commerce, with the acting 
Mayor, and Capt. Joseph Lanow, ap- 
point the necessary committees o/ ar- 
rangement from the Chamber ef Com- 
merce, the members of the Common 
Counc), and the citizens, to arrange all 
preliminaries for the convention. 
Carried unanimously. 

Tne Chamber then res»: ved itself into 
abody for the transaction of regular 
business, aud Ar. Everitt said that it is 
important that we have a Customhouse 
established here. Iufluences are at work 
Which will make it necessary for every 
power to be brought forward to accom- 
piish the object. The amount of foreign 


goods imported into this city at 
present is large, but Mem- 
pbhis is growing, aud must have 


increased facilities for the transaction 
of increasing business. The customhouse 
question isof very great importance, as 
much 80 as anything, not excepting the 
proposed Commerciai Convention, how- 
ever important that is. Other Western 
cities are pressing every possible influ- 
ence and using every method to secure 
the same object, and Memphis should 
oot be behind any of them. Mr. McCul- 
lough, the late Secretary of the Treasury, 
had said the subject is not one for legis- 
lation. But he thought different, and 
that goods should be imported from for- 
eiga countries and landed here bafore 


the duties are required to. aid. The 
city of Memphis’ sho arouse 
herself, and put forward every 


means to secure a cusiomhouss, and 
every Man, woman and child of her citi- 
should siga a memoris! to Congress 
to grant the privilege. 1: will do more 
for the future welfare and interest of the 
city than any one thing that can be es- 
tabiished. He thought we should do 
somethinpg practical towarls memorial- 
izing Congress on the subject. 

Mr. Farrington offered the following;: 
diesolved, That committee -be ap- 
pointed to prepare a memorial to Con- 
gress to urge the claims of Mamphis for 
a customhouse, and that they solicit the 
names of our citizens to the petition be- 
fore presenting it io that body. Carried. 
The President said he would appoint 
the committee and report their names at 
the next regular meeting. The Cham- 
ber then adjourned.

ANOTHER MYSTERY. 


A Man Found in Articulo Mortis. 


Startling Affair in Paris, Tenn. 


Tae Paris Jntelligencer of Saturday, 
6th inst., bas the following: 

Yesterday morning, a colored man by 
the name of Jobn Bailey, the engineer 
of White’s factory, found a man in the 
road, a mile east of this place, appa- 
rently in great ye and entirely ineen- 
sible. Help was called, and the unfortu- 
nate man Carried toa houe near by, where 


was given bim, but all tono purpose; he 
died a short time afterwards, 

Notice of these facts was duly given to 
the Coroner, who summoned a jury and 
proceeded to give this mysterious affaira 
thorough investigation. But the inves- 
tigation failed to discover any evidence 
indicating that the deceased had come to 
his death by violent usage. There were 
no bruises or marke ov his body, other 
than two, both small ecratches, one on 
his foot the other on his ankle. IJt is the 
opinion of the jury that these were 
cau-ed either by a tight shoe or by the 
abrasion of the ground during his strug- 
glings. In the ebsepee of any apparent 
cause, other than -the ecolinegs of the 
weather, the verdict of the jury declared 


that death had been caused by exposure 
occasioned by sudden ilineas and conse- 
quent inability on the part of the deceas- 


ed te take care of himself. It may 
be proper bere to. state, that 
the deceased, before leaving town, 


toid several gentlemen whose acquaint- 
auce he made, that he had been baviog 
chills—was in feeble heaith—but wot- 
withstanding this fact, he is known to 
have eaten 3 half ponnd of cheese, and 
crackers in proportion, before setting out 
on his journey. The physicians are 
therefore of the opinion that the deceased 
was soizad by a sudden attack of cholic, 
‘whieh rendered him unable to get to a 
house. As the deceaged was met by 
some one a ehort distance from town 
about dusk aod showed no signs of in- 
toxication, the facts will admit of no 
other construction than that placed upon 
them, 

From papers found on the person cf 
the dead man, it appears hig name was 
John F. Miller, was formerly a cit’z2n of 
New York and more recentiy of Fulton 
Station, Ky. Heinformed Dr. T. Tsyloe 
that he was a dentist by profession and 
that he was en route to Smitb county, in 
this State. He had letters corroboraling 
thie statement. 

Oaly twenty-five cents in fractional 
currency being found in his possession, 
be was given a decent burial at the pub-
